WASHINGTON, Feb. 23.—A movement 
for the acceptance of the Lodge reserva- 
tions on Article X. and the Monroe Doc- 
trine developed today among Democratic 
Senators as a result of the’ voting last 
week, which demonstrated to many that 
no program short of the original Lodge 
program can command the votes neces- 
sary for ratification. 

The’ movement has already assumed 
proportions which, in the opinion of 
some Republican Senators, indicate that 
it may produce the nécessary votes. Re- 
publican Senators tonight stated that 
they had been assured by Detneoraticy 
Senators that twenty-two Democrats 
were ready to vote for the ofiginal 
Lodge. reservations on the twp chief 
controversial points and for all the other 
Lodge reservations either in amended 
or original form. 

While Democratic leaders thought 
that the figure given by-Republicans was 
too high, they satd that there was no 
doubt that a strong sentiment existed 
as a result ‘ef the voting upon the first 
Lodge reservation Saturday in favor of 
taking the Lodge program and so getting 
the treaty ratified and out of the 
Senate. 

This séntiment, the Democrats. said, 
might result in furnishing the votes 
needed, but they thought it unlikely. 
They said that Senator Lodge’s chief 
lieutenants had estimated that thirty- 
four Democratic votes must be obtained. 
There are at least two Democratic Sen- 
ators who would vote against the treaty 
in any form or with any reservations— 
Senators Thomas and Reed. That would 
leave but forty-five among whom the 
thirty-four must be obtained. To get 
that number all but eleven Democrats 
would have to go over to the Lodge 
camp. 

That such a thing was possible the 
best informed Democrats said they 
doubted exceedingly. They were willing 
to acknowledge that on modifications 
of the Lodge reservations, excluding 
Article X. and the Monroe Doctrine, 
forty or more Democrats would in the 
end vote as Mr. Lodge wanted, but on 
the other two vital matters they said 
they greatly doubted whether more than 
twenty Demofrats would under any cir- 
cumstances desert President Wilson and 
Senator Hitchcock and accept the lead- 
ership of Senator Lodge, merely as a 
méans of getting the treaty off their 
hands. 

Expect D atic Conference. 

The whole question probably will be 
threshed out at a party conference to 
be held soon, Senators said. Senator 
Simmons favors such a conference, and 
Senator Underwood said today that. he 
thought it likely that an informal gath- 
ering might be held, not to bind Sena- 
tors to any course of action, but to 
talk over the whole situation and de- 
cide, if possible, what was best to do.

Paris Socialists Declare for Lenin Puciteiai ; 
Including Armed Warfare on Capitatiom

PARIS, Feb, 23.—The “Paris Socialist 
Federation has declared for a full-blown 
Bolshevist program, which it will lay 
before the ‘National Socialist Congress 
at Strasbourg this week. At a pre- 
liminary meeting two moderate motions 
by old party leaders were rejected in 
favor of the following sweeping declara- 
tion proposed by the extremist Loriot: 
“In view of the powerlessness shown 
by the Second Internationale -to give 
life and form to Socialism, and of its 
notorious incapacity, the French Social- 
ist ‘party must join the Moscow Inter- 
nationale and take all the resulting con- 
sequences, that is, the immediate taking 
over of all capitalist power and its re- 
placement by Soviets or something 
analogous. 
“This dictatorship of the proletariat 
will entail, first, immediate expropria- 
tion of capital: second, the suppression 





of the right of Sivan property ; third, 
obligatory work for all; fourth, the plac- 
ing in the hands of peasants, workers, 
miners, railroad men, &c., of land, in- 
dustry, mines and means of transport.” 

The last paragraph of the resolution 
urges the proletarian masses to wage 
war with arms against the capitalist 
classes<** according to the resistance of 
the’adversary.”’ 

The resolution was. not carried without 
violent’ opposition, and the victory of the 
French Bolsheviki is scarcely Hkely to 
last\long. The Paris section, to which 
they} belong, has always been the most 
revolutionary in the country. The usual 
fate of its revolutionary motions is that. 
they are rejected by Socialists from 
other parts of the country in national 
conferences. That is what is likely to 
happen at Strasbourg, and French emu- 
lation of the methods of Lenin and 
Trotzky is apparently as far off as ever 
it was, in spite of the fierce tone of the 
resolution.

The bill provides for a labor tribunal 
of nine to settle labor: disputes, but it 
is not given any .power to enforce its 
decisions. In effect the plan of adjust- 
ing labor and wage disputes does not 
differ materially from the system now 
in operation. Labor leaders opposed the 
anti-strike provision and succeeded in 


House conferees. After having won this 
battle the labor leaders with a leaning 
toward the Plumb plan and Government 
ownershim sought to defeat the bill, with 
the hope of forcing a condition favora- 
ble to the adoption of one or the other 
plan. 

The bill authorizes the President, as 
soon as practicable after the termina- 
tion of Federal control, to adjust, settle 
and wind up matters, including ecompen- 
sation and “all questions and disputes 
of whatever nature arising out of or if- 
cident to Federal control.”’ The bill ap-

The bill authorizes the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission to consider as a fair 
retarn on the valuation of railroad prop- 
erty 5% ver cent. when it takes up rates.

“In the exercise of its power to pre- 
scribe just and reasonable rates the 
commission shall initiate, modify, es- 
tablish or adjust such rates so that car- 
riers as a whole (or as a whole in each

The first requirement, rd Robert 
says, is that tne policy of the Allies 
toward Turkey snould be just, and h 
could not conceive that any one coul 
doubt that they were justiy entitled to 
remove the Tufkish Government from 
Constantinople. He declares that every 
one of the Armenian massacres and 
other Turkish outrages has been carried 
out by direct orders from that city. As 
to the alleged danger of offending Mus- 
sulman, opinion in India, he expresses 
the view that this danger is ‘“ very 
gravely exaggerated.”’ 

Premier Lioyd George is not likely to 
alter his opinion that the Turks should 
remain in Constantinople, according to 
The Daily Mail, which says he consid- 
ers himself bound to a pledge to that 
effect, given in 1918 in the course of a 
statement as to war aims before mem- 
bers of the Labor Party. Moreover,

This is made plain in the Board’s 
annual report, given out today, in which 
the reassuring statement is made that 
there need be no apprehension as to the 
nation’s ability. to effect the transition 
from war time to peace time conditions 
if reasonable safeguards against the 
abuse of credit are respected. The 
announcement is made that radical and 
drastic deflation is not contemplated, 
and that, in the opinion of the Board, 
precipitate action or extreme measures 
are not necessary. 

Recommendation is made that Con- 
gréss amend the Federal Reserve act to 
permit Reserve Banks, with the ap- 
proval of the board, to establish maxi- 
mum lines of credit accommodati6n for 
member banks. In the event that money

- “The board, therefore, recommends to

The Federal Reserve 
banks would thus be provided with an 
effective method of dealing with credit 
expansion. more nearly at the sourtée 
than is now practicable, and without un- 
necessary hardship to banks and borrow- 
ers .who are conducting their affairs 
within the bounds of moderation. 

** Deflation, however, merely for the 
sake of deflation and a speedy return 
to ‘normal ’—deflation merely for the 
sake of restoring security values and 
commodity prices. to ir pre-war 
levels without regzrd to .other conse- 
quences—would be an insensate proceed- 
ing in the existing posture of national 
and world affairs. ; 

** It must never be forgotten that pro- 
ductive industry is profoundly- affected 
by credit conditions. Modern ‘business 
is done on credit. One of its life-giv- 
ing principles is credit. The mood and 
temper of the business community are 
deeply affected by the state of credit, 
and may easily be disturbed by ill-con- 
sidered or precipitate action.’ A sys- 
tem of credit control must always be 
ju ed by what it does to maintain a 

ealthy condition of mind on the part 
of all sections and classes of the pro- 
ducing corfmunity. The ultimate test 

the functioning of a credit system 
must be found in what it does to pro- 
mote and increase the production of 
s. True in general, the t of this 
observation deserves to be particularly 
emphasized in the present deranged

—**'Too._rapid or. too drastic deflation 
would: defeat the very purpose of .a 
Well-régulated credit system by the 
needless unsettlement of mind it would 
produce and the disastrous reaction that 
such Unsettlement would have upon pro- 
ductive industry. : 

‘* Radical and drastic deflation is not, 
therefore, in contemplation, nor is a pol- 
icy of further expansion. Either course 
would in the end lead only to disaster 
and must not be permitted to develop. 


¢ Credit Situation Sound. 


‘“The credit situation in the United 
States is at bottom sound and safe. Our 
economic and financial position is ¢s- 
sentiaHy .strong. There need be’ no -dc- 
“easion for ‘apprehension as to our. abili 
to effect the transition from wartime 
to peacetime conditions if reasonable 
safeguards against the abuse of credit 
are _respected.. There is, however, no 
need for precipitate action or extreme 
measures. Extremes must be avoided, 
the process of adjusti 
credit to a normal 8 should be ef- 
fected in an orderly manner, and its 
rapidity must be governed by. conditions 
and_ circumstances as they develop.

REDS DRIVEN FROM ROSTOV 


Don Capital, Lost for Five Days, Is 


Recaptured by Denikin’s 
Volunteer Army. 


LONDON, Feb. 23.—Bolshevist forces 
have .seized Murmansk and shipping 
in the harbor there, following a revo- 
lution which broke out at that port Sat- 
urday afternoor, according to a Lloyds 
dispatch from Vardo, Norway. 

Murmansk last year was the base of. 
operations for allied forces - fighting 
the Bolsheviki along the western shore 
of the te Sea. 

News of capture was brought to 
Vardo a Russian steamer from Mur- 
mansk charge of two British and 
four Belgian officers. It was the only 
vessel to escape seizure, but was riddled 
w machine gun fire and the Cap- 
tain was wounded. 

Advices from Copenhagen say that 
Maxim Litvinoff, the Russian Soviet rep- 
resentative here, has recetved confirma- 
tion of the capture of Murmansk by 
the Bolsheviki. The message to Litvim- 
off states that the whole of North. Rus- 
sia is now in the hands of fhe Soviet 
Government. 

Litvinoff, in an interview, emphasized 
the fact that the Soviets had now secured 
an ice-free port for trade with Western 
Europe. He said that just before the 
overthrow of the White a ties the 
Governor General at Archangel, Lieut. 
Gen. Bugens Miller, had made overtures 
for complete capitulation. ‘ 

The Soviet Government stipulated com- 
plete disarmament and the surrender of 
stores, against .which they offered a 
guarantee for the’ anseyy of the White 
officers and Or them to leave 
the country. General Miller’s plans were 
overtaken by eve however. A rising 
oceurred and the vernor d om an 
icebreaker, another icebreaker pursuing 
him—with what result is not known. 

Litvinoff was of the opinion that the 
falling of North Russia into the hands 
of the Soviet Government was likely to 
influence Finland in favor of peace. 

On the other hand, the capture from 
the Bolsheviki of HKostov-on-the-Don by 
the Russian volunteer army of Denikin 
forces, is reported by the British mili- 
tary mission in South Russia today. 

The city was taken on eb. 20, to- 
gether with 1,500 prisoners and 22 guns, 
having been captured by the Bolshev- 
iki five days before. . 


AGAINST TRADE WITH RUSSIA. 


Special Cable to Tus New Yorx Times. 

PARIS, Feb. 23.—The Temps tcnight 
makes the recommenacatton that as re- 
garda Russia, France follow the same 
policy as America—that of keeping her 
hands free. It says that the proposal 
of a month ago to do business with the 
Russian co-operatives without dealing 
with the Soviet Government has been 
proved to. be impossible. ‘ 

“One might imagine other expedients 
for dealing with the Soviets without ad- 
mitting dealing with them,’’ it says, 
‘‘ but if would be to Insult the Supreme 
Council to accuse it of camouflage.’’ 

The Temps discusses at length differ- 
ent phases of the Russian situation, and 
then says: 

‘‘As for France, whatever aré her 
opinions on the acts of. certain other 
allied Guvernments, she will not join in 
any relations of any kind whatsoever, 
official or unofficial, with the present 
Moscow Government. Our Government 
has no ulterior. reasons which push it 
to enter relations with the Soviets. -It 
has, on the contrary, the strongest sort 
of reasons for undertaking in Bastern 
Burope the minimum of political respon- 
sibilities. Without doubt the Russian 
problem has for ms great economic and 
financial importance; but is it not in 
keuatag our hands free, as America 
does, that we shall be in better position 
to guard those interests? **

For the first time in-New York John 
Alden. Carpenter’s ballet pantomime, 
“The Birthday of the Infanta,’”’ was 
presented yesterday afternoon by> the 
Chicago Opera -Company at the Lex- 
ington Theatre. It was followed - by 
Maurice ‘Ravel’s one-act musical com-, 
edy, already scen at this theatre, 
“‘L’Heure. Espagnole.” This was a 
special holiday matinée, given for the 
benefit of the Society for the Preven- 
tion:and Relief of Tuberculosis. There 
was a large and ‘brilliant audience 
present, and at the largely increased 


prices, this meant. a large profit ‘for 
the béneficiary. ‘ 

Mr. Carpenter needs no. introduction 
to New York, where his music in a 
number of forms has long been known 
and admired. He has not before under- 
taken anything of a dramatic character ; 
but his imagination, his fine taste and 
skill in writing for the. or¢hestra have 
been so fully demonstrated that some- 
thing uncommonly beguiling was_to be 
expected from his treatment of this 


subject. 
hich has ‘also beén 


: That subject, 
made into a play, is an almost ideal one 


for such.a pantomimic work as.this, and 


for the spirit in which Mr. Carpenter has 
treated “it. It is taken from Oscar 
Wilde's tale of the same title and has 
heen skillfully arranged by the composer 
himself, the dances and scenés being the } 
devising of Adolph Bolm, who also has a 
principal part in the performance., 

The garden of the palace, an interior 
court, is first shown; gardeners -prepare 
its decorations for the Infanta, who has 


a birthday, but is not expecting a cele- 


bration. She comes forth alone in a de- 
lightful expansive scarlet and gold om 
such as Velasquez represented, also suc 
a headdress — the costume that is soon 
more ‘copiously exemplified by other 
ladies’ of the ‘court. ‘The Infanta sud- 
denly finds herself surrounded by groups 
of ‘children afid their elders, who come 
to pay her homage., A procession comes 
with seryants bearing gifts ; 
birthday cake with twelve candles. 

The spectacie in honor of the occasion 
begins when the ladies have taken thcir 
places on’ the ours There are gypsy 
dancers, jugglers, tightrope walkers, a 
miniature bullfight with a make-believe 
bull and’ beautiful. bandef@illeros, mata- 
dor and picador. Finally. comes Pedro, 
the grotesque, deformed and misshapen. 
He begins a wild dance; few are inter- 
ested but the princess, who throws him 
her scarf... It means more to him than 
she intendéd; he takes it as a sign of 
her love. The spectacle ends; the guests 
enter the palace, but Pedro is held back 
by the guards. ‘The curtain falls. 

It rises upon a vestibule in the palace 
just inside the: door from which Pedro 
was barred. He stealthily enters; he 
sees himself in two tall mirrors, and dis- 
covers his ugliness. He begins to dance 
desperately, in a frenzy till he falls 
dead of a broken heart. The guests, 
and finally the princess, come in. She 
looks at him lying there, requests him 
to dance again for her; then she dis- 
covers that he is dead. She draws away 
from the body. The curtain falls. 

Mr. Carpenter has written music filled 
with fancy, with fantastic imagination, 
now grotesque, humorous, now pictur- 
esque and brilliant; music of subtly 
suggested realisms, glittering and shim- 
mering with shifting orchestral colors. 
He has found exactly the right expres- 
sion for the story. His instrumentation 
is light, exposed; often expressive in 
its timbres, ingenious and skilful in the 
manipulation of all the modern re- 
sources. There is naturally.a Spanish 
note in certain passages, ‘as in the 
dances; a note suggested rather than too 
obviously emphasiz 

The score is fascinating. It- would 
perhaps be saying too much to say that 
it is highly original. Mr. Carpenter has 
copied nobody; but he has heard Stra- 
vinsky, especially in his ‘‘ Olseau dé 
Feu,’’ and has profited by it. And he 
has. written with brilliant and refined 
skill, as a master. 

The performance was carried through 
with inimitable grace and expressive- 
ness. Ruth Page as the Infanta was a 
seductive figure. Adolph Bolm, perhaps 
more wild than ugly in his appearance, 
danced with the intensity of expression 
the occasion demanded, with tragic fury 
at the end. The several peroey in 
the spectacle gave it variety and pic- 
turesqueness and a ceaseless animation. 

The mounting was quite worthy of the 
piece; the costumes .richly picturesque, 
the stage picture appropriate. Mr. uis 
Hasselmans conducted the performance 
with much zeal and effectiveness. There 
was hearty applause, and after the final 
curtain, besides. the principals, go ade 
Mr.” Carpenter, Mr. obert Kdmond 
Jones, designer of the scenery and cos- 
tumes, and Mr. Hasselmans. There was 
regret that there will be no further repe- 
tit on of the work in the Chicago Com- 
Pany’s seeson, now coming to a close.

TAXES AND RENTS. 

-Thé highest tax rate for any bor- 
ough. of Greater New York was 3,27 
for Queens tn 1899, A rate, of 2.40, 
‘more or less, was no novelty in the 
earlier years of the consolidation of 
the boroughs into the. greater city. 
That was,considered ruinous in com- 
parison with the rate of 2.01 when 
Manhattan thought itself the City of 
New York and the other boroughs be- 
wailed the loss of their identity. The 
loss was their gain in every way. 
Judged by the tax rate alone, there 
was a fall to below 1.50 in all the 
boroughs in 1903, and there the rate 
hung for several years, being kept 
down by the increases of valuations 
due to the opéning of the original sub- 
way. Not until 1916 did the general 
rate get above 2.04, on its way to the 
present average, 2,53. ‘ 

The: present..tax rate, therefore, is 
not so great no# so burdensome to the 
landlords as it has been described. 
When the addition to last year’s rate is 
considered by itself, it shrinks into 
insignificance in comparison with the 
increase of rents. The Controller cal- 
culates that:on a $100,000 apartment 
house the increase of tax amounts to 
$80.. That is $800 on a million-dollar 
apartment house, and it falls to $10.a 
year if distributed. over eighty indi- 
vidual apartments. Landlords who 
have doubled or tripled their rents 
are theréfore deprived of that as an 


excuse for exactions .which have

LABOR AND PUBLIC OPINION. 

The Senate has now passed,: 47 to. 
17, the Railroad bill which the House 
of Representatives passed on Saturday.’ 
The bill now goes to the President, but 
it seems that there is another branch 
of the Government, not constitutional, 
which is dissatisfied. Fourteen major 
railway unions, the four great brother- 
hoods among them, have’ assembled 
their representatives in Washington.

A TELEPHONE GIRLS’ UNION. 

The determination of. the New York 
telephone operators to form a union is 
intelligible. Many or most of the ad- 
vances which have been made in the 
status of labor have been achieved by 
erganization, and eonditions in the 
telephone service point to collective 
action. But when Miss SvuLLIvAN, 
who is an organizer sent out from the 
recently formed Boston unien, urges 
the New York operators to Join the 
American: Federation of Labor, once 
again her plea presents material for 
deep consideration. In the original 
field of the Federation its achieve- 
ments.. are manifest and its fame 
securely grounded; but the same can- 
not be said of many of its recent ac- 
tivities. _It-has @ host of paid officials 
who have no outward and visible 
means of earning their salaries except 
through agitation... In a majority of 
the strikes which they have lately 
fomented they alone have profited. 
That the strikers have suffered does 
not primarily concern. them; what 
they are after is power. Everything 
that strengthens the Federation as’ a 
fighting organization interests them. 
~ They'are especially eager to gain a 


‘grip upon labor groups that directly 


sérve the public—even firemen and the 
police. Only last Summer the Federa- 
tion stood behind a strike that de- 
prived Boston of all guardianship of 
law, turning the city- over to thugs 
and looters. The telephone also, in a 
large: measure, is a. public service, 
essential to both police and fire de- 
partments—as we are all at present 
very. paipfully’ aware, If the tele- 
phone operators ever submit to an agi- 
tator-made strike, then the criticism 
of the: publi¢ will be merciless, and 
justifiably so. There will be no doubt 
then as to whose head it falls upon: 
When the Boston strike was finally 
broken, many an honest policeman 
was out of a job and in so pitiful a 
plight that he looked for relief to the 
yery public which he had outraged. 
The public wishes the . telephone 
operators all prosperity. Let them 


form their union, the very best they |. 


can; and let. them stick to it, in the 
cause of justice, through thick and 
thin. “Let them preserve their inde- 
pendence. The public will be with 
them. So, also, the company should

GET RID OF THE TURK. . 

The outburst of resentment in. Brit- 
ain over the decision to leave the 
Turks in Constantinople is a fine thing 
and in accord with a fine. tradition. 
Like most other nations, the British 
have generally pursued a foreign pol- 
icy dictated by their idea of their. in- 
terests; but now and then interést has 
been pushed aside to make way for 
the enforcement of some fundamental 
demand of international ‘decency, In 
this case Mr. Liorp Grorcs seems to 
hayé-been somewhat surprised to find 
that his countrymen had a conscience; 
and, while no doubt enyying his col- 
league, Mr. MILLERAND, who has heard 
no objections to a plan which may pro- 
tect French investors, he feels it 
necessary to make some excuse, 

‘Now we hear that Mr: LLorp Gzorex 
considers himself bound by his pledge 
made in the speéch of Jan. 5, 1918, to 
the labor delegates.

Mr. Mon- 
Tacu doubtless knows whether this is 
the best way to maintain Indian re- 
spect for the imperial authority, as-he 
is doubtless com’ t. to determine 
when it is wise to announce as irrev- 
ocable the decisions: of a Supreme 
Council which every day reverses yes- 
terday’s settlements. Perhaps, indeed, 
he ‘wanted to forestall a reversal. 

The good news has been told in Cen- 
stantinople, too,.where the Turks are 
naturally jubilant. The Nationalist 
Party, which appears to control what- 
ever force there is in the Turkish 
State, now demands the restoration of 
all territory except Syria and Meso- 
potamia, and will hear of no foreign 
interference in Turkish internal af- 
fairs. The Turks undoubtedly think 
that the Council has made a solemn 
promise, and that body will have to 
choose between incurring the deserved 
reproach of bad faith and affronting 
the moral sense of its own peoples. 
Moreover, it is: exceedingly probable 
that an attempt to put the Turks out 
after this promise will result in vio- 
lence; and while the allied fleet in the 
Bosporus ought to be able to prevent 
the worst’ results, it is to be feared 
that much blood will be shed before 
the Turks are put out. 

‘This, however, does not mean that 
they can not and should not be put out. 


the Armenians; we give. them much 
sympathy, a little money, but no more. 
The Senate would apparently have us 
wash our hands of Europe, but it is 
understood that President WILSON ex- 
pects to be consulted in the Turkish 
settlement. This is not a question of 
party. All Americans who care any- 
thing for decency in international re- 
lations as well as all who realize the 
danger of leaving the Turk in Europe 
should unite in a protest against this 
decision. They should insist that our 
Government have its say in the Turk- 
ish settlement, and that its influence 
should be used to the full to put the 
Turks out and keep them out. The 
protests of Mr. MorcENTHAU and Mr. 
Gerarp should be echoed by all who 
see in the protest of the British public 
a sign of the reawakening of an inter- 
national conscience which had gone to 
sleep during the debate on the Treaty.

15-8, The 
winner. thus retains the title which he 
has held since 1917, no tournaments 
having taken ‘place during the last two 
years because of war conditions. Pell 
and. Mortimer were national racquets 
‘doubles champions in 1915 and have 
played so much together as a team and 
as opponents that they know each 
other’s games thoroughly. 
“No time was wasted in expérimental 
play:..today. The challenger realized 
that his only chance of victory lay in 
the ‘consistent use of overwhelming 
speed, while the champion trusted from 
to steadiness and heady 
changes of page. So far as sheer beauty 
of stroke was concerned, Mortimer ap- 
peared the better man on the court this 
morning. His form on backhand and 


forehand drives was unequaled even by 
the professional stars, and for a time his 
service also carried an irresistible pow- 
er,’ While his strength lasted, the 
Tuxedo man was absolutely unbeatable, 
‘scoring seven clean service aces in the 
Bo a gred game and running up a lead of

Senator Charles S. Thomas of Colo- 
rado, who spoke at the Washington’s 
‘Birthday meeting of the Sons of the 
Revolution at Carnegie Hall, seid that 
the country, departing from the policy 
of ‘Washington, was in danger of being 
entangled in every European quarrel, 
and that Congress was being hrowbeaten 
from‘its representative function by the 
coercion of labor, agriculture and other 
Speaking of the con- 
ference, report on. the Railroad bill, 
Senator Thomas said: 

‘We, your servants, are threatened, 
cajoled, persuaded and warned of the 
fate, political and otherwise, which 
awaits us if we dare to exercise our 
own judgment on this measure. You 
can’t imagine the mental anguish of 
some of the men who want to be re- 
elected. 

“This is more serious than the for- 
eign complications with which we are 
threatened. The surrender of many is 
exhibited on the statute books. Just 
think, we have exempted labor and agri- 
cultural societies from the operation of 
the anti-trust laws, and that in the land 
of equal rights for all and special privi- 
leges for none! This practice is repudi- 
ated by every political party, including 
my. own.”’ 

Senator Thomas said the Republican 
and Democratic parties would frame 
platforms, practically identical, but that 
each party would feel that the country 
was lost unless its candidate won. 

**I can say so,’’ he added, “ because 
I am in the inner councils of one of 
them.’’ 

Urges Policy of Washington. 

Senator Thomas asserted that the ad- 
vocates of the League of Nations sought 
to excuse their departure from _ the 
policy. of Washington ‘on the theory 
that human nature had been perfected 
since ‘that time.and that a uniform 
nobleness of purpose swayed the nations 
of the world. The brief period since 
the treaty’ was framed destroyed this 
theory, he said.; ae 
‘*It is a world,’’ he continued, “ of 
many races, many peoples, each sus- 
picious of the other and never losing 
an opportunity to overreach each other. 
We don’t need specific instances of 
these traits. Rumania has defied the 
Allies, Gréece looks ‘with a,jealous eye 
on Italy’s progress in Asia Minor. Italy 
in defiance of the mandidate- of the pow- 
ers holds Fiume. Asia, Japan, China 
and India may soon be embroiled. 
‘‘ These are the conditions which con- 
front America on the eve of her de- 
parture from ‘Washington's principles. 
We may so‘depart, and live and grow 
greater than ever, but our land will no 
longer be the Republic founded by the 
fathers.’’ 

Major Gen. David C. Shanks, in com- 
‘mand of the Port of Embarkation at 
Hoboken, made an address and read Iet- 
ters of: George Washington at exercises 
held by the Washington Headquarters 
Association at the Jumel Manston tn the 
afternoon. In the letters General 
Washington complained of the low 
morale of a iarge element of his men, 
their lack of interest in the war, tmetr 
belief that they were beaten and tmeir 


frequent desertions. General Shanks 
held that the rigorous discipline and 
training of the American troops in the 
late war and the united, energetic sup- 
portéof the people at home accounted for 
the wonderful morale‘ of the Amertcans 
in France. 


Commends Army Spirit.

Washington’s Advice Holds Good 
for Today, the General Tells 
a Audience at Lincoln. 





LINCOLN, Neb., Feb. 23.—Toward 
the end of the. World. War American 
men drafted in July were killed in 
September without having learned to 
handle their rifles, Major General 
Leonard’ Wood said in an address here 
today before the “ Wood-for-President ” 
Club, 

Nebraska supporters have. entered 
General Wood’s name in the Republican 
Presidential preference primary to be 
held on April 20. 

“Such things are what we are try- 
ing to prevent through universal mili- 
tary training,”’ the speaker continued. 

He declared a popular conception that 
universal military training meant com- 
pulsory training in militarism to be 
erroneous. 

In a eulogy of Washington, General 
Wood said that the first President's ad- 


-| vice to avoid meddling in foreign af- 


fairs was as sound a doctrine for this 
country today as it was in Washing- 
ton’s time. 

“From time to time we have heeded 
the call from people in distress, once 
from nations leagued to defend civiliza- 
tion and the rights of man, but’ these 
were not acts of.a fixed policy but acts 
of a great justice-loving,. humane na- 
tion, acting under the impulse of its 
conscience,” he. said. 

At anotherpoint he said: 

“We must adhere absolutely to.a gov- 
ernment under the Constitution, avoid 
class legislation, uphold the rights of 
property, the law, the constituted au- 
thorities. We must not permit the es- 
tablishment in this country of an autoc- 
racy of either wealth or of labor. We 
must do all in our power to promote 
good business, to increase production, 
which is the real remedy for the high 
cost of living. 

“We must free business from the 
Strangle-hold of the excess profits tax. 

“We must- spread the war burden 
over a longer period of years.’’

The prohibition amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the United States is another 
illustration of the use of a wrong method 
to gain an end desired by well-meaning 
people, Augustus Thomas, the play- 
wright, told three hundred. members of 
the Young Men’s Bible Class of the 
Fifth Avenue Baptist Church at its 
twenty-third annual dinner atethe Hotel 
Pennsylvania last evening. In making 
this: statement Mr. Thomas indicated 
that he felt he was approaching,a deli- 
cate subject. To his seeming surprise, he 
was warmly applauded. 

Mr. Thomas's reference to the prohibi- 
tion amendment followed a discussion of 
the Constitution by Governor Alfred DB. 
Smith, during which the Governor ex- 
pressed doubt as to the wisdom of the 
suspension of its Socialist members by 
the Assembly. John D. Rockefeller, 
Jr., founder and honorary President of 
the Bible Class, was among those pres- 
ent. 

** I feel that I am about to speak on a 
delicate matter,’’ said Mr. Thomas. “I 
don’t mean prohibition, for we all are 
agreed on the matter of temperance, but 
I mean the method by which prohibition 
has been accomplished. 

“*T am not.in accord with the dictum 
that the end justifies the means and I 
feel that the well-meaning people .who 
brought about the adoption ofthe prohi- 
bition amendment did so in the belief 
that they were justified in using any 
method that would bring about the re- 
sult they desired. 

‘“‘It ‘is a mistake to write this thing 
into the finest document 11 the history 
of the world. You are people of influ- 
ence and you must do something apout 
it. 

“The spirit of this Government is ma- 
jority rule. How can you nave ma- 
jority rule when you write into the Con- 
stitution a law which 3,500,000 peopie 
can keep there eternally, even thuugh 
100,000,000 do not want there? 

“Even if every American citizen to- 
day favored prohibition, it would have 
no right to’ go into the Constitution be- 
cause another gene on of Americans 
might think differently about it, and it 
could not be changed by a-majority. 

“* We talk about unrest and the danger 
of Bolshevism. It is time that we 
should think about ourselves and our 
blindness.”’ 

Governor Smith said that there were 
two types of men which must be dealt 
with in checking unrest. The first 
class he described as dissatisfied with 
the Constitution and the Gévernment 
and as seeking to change either or both 
by orderly and lawful means. He indi- 
cated that the Socialists belonged to 
this class and declared they were “‘ all 
right,’’ and should be protected in the 
rights of free speech and free assembly, 
guaranteed by the Constitution.
